groups were dispatched against eight A/Fs - three in the Paris area, two in the 
Orleans area, two in the Le Mans area, and one in the Lille area. 232 a/c 
(119 Bel7s and 113 B-2he) dropped a total of 581.6 tons GeP. 10/10 cloud over 
all primary targets except Le Mans/Arnage which was 7/10 to 10/10, All primaries 
bombed on PFF markers. Failure of PFF equipment resulted in some groups not bomb- 
ing and others attacking targets of opportunity. Flak was generally meager and 


inaccurate. No enemy air opposition to the bombers. ‘Two B-17s lost to flake

ground attzeks in the ossault arcas, No plots were passed on bombers, and the 
few plots on our fighters seemed to be given as 4 defensive rather than as an 
offensive measure, Allied fighters were sighted by German a/c, and there is 
R/T evidence that some combats resulted, 


The bomber formations had no oney air opposition. One P-47 group
